Will Establish a Canadian Merchant 
Marine on the Pacific 


H. R, MeMillian, special timber 
trade commissioner of the Canadian 
government, has submitted a_ report 
on the reasons for the decline in 
Canada’s share of the Australian 
timber imports. Canada is now sup- 
plying only 3 per cent., while the 
United States sends 57 per cent., New 
Zealand 14 per cent., Norway 13 per 
cent, Sweden 6 per cent,, and Japan 
4 per cent. 

The reason assigned for the pre: 
vailing conditions is that the chan- 
nels of trade are now British and 
the trans-Pacific timber brokerage 
and shipping business is entirely in 
the hands of outside companies, 
mostly in the United States, 

The remedy lies in the establish- 
ment of a Canadian merchant marine 
on the Pacific. Arrangements along 
this line are being made, and the con- 
dition, Mr, McMillan says, showa 
signs of righting itself-

The final report of the Dominions’, 
Royal Commission sets forth numer-|

in a position enabling it to resist} 
wny pressure which a foreign power, 
or a group of powers, could exercise

t recommends that a complete 
survey should accordingly be made 
of the relation between empire pro- 
duction and empire requirements of 
such materials: 

With reference to such materials

Department of Finance Compiling a 
Record of Enemy Property 

The department of finance at 
Ottawa is circularizing the Domin- 
ion to discover real and _ personal 
property in Canadian territory be- 
longing to enemy subjects and to as- 
certain claims of British subjects 
against enemy subjects or govern- 
ments, 

The letter now being distributed, 
reads: 

The minister of finance for Canada 
has been appointed public custodian 
of enemy property in Canada, under 
in council respecting trading 
1916, 

In view of such orders-in-council 
and of the proclamation of his excel 
lency the governor-general, issued} 
Feb: 12, 1917, and published in the 
Canada Gazette on the 17th of the, 
same month, it is important that full 
information should be obtained with 
regard to all property, real and per- 
sonal in Canadian territory belonging 
to enemy subjects, and also with re- 
gard to all property, real and person- 
al, in enemy territory belonging to 
British subjects, together with claims 
3ritish subjects may have against 
enemy governments, 

In order to comply with the diree- 
tions contained in these orders, re- 
turns are required from all British 
subjects, firms or corporations resi- 
dent or carrying on business in Can- 
ada, who are directly or indirectly} 
interested in any matters coming) 
within the classes of subjects follow- 
ing: 

(1) Property, real or personal, in 
Canadian territory, belonging to 
enemy subjects: 

(2) Debts, including bank deposits 
and bank balances, due to, or held on 
behalf of enemy subjects resident or 
carrying on business in enemy terri- 
tory, or due to or held on behalf of 
enemy subjects resident in Canada, 

(3) Property, real or personal, in 
enemy territory, belonging to British 
subjects resident or carrying on busi- 
ness in Canada,

Most of the Czar’s cash is deposit- 
ed in the Bank of England The 
estimates of his deposits there are 
‘They run from fifty 
a hundred million pounds, 

The ex-Czar also owns about 680,- 
090,000 acres ‘of land in Russia. Most 
cf Russia’s mineral resources are his 
{rivate property. Into the Cazar’s 
private treasury, according to the 
gold and silver output is annually 
contributed, 

It is not known whether the Czar 
will be allowed to retire from the 
throne the richest man in the world. 
There are some who believe that the 
transfer of his financial resources to 
those of Russia will be one of the{ 
first steps of the new Russian min- 
ister of finance. It would undoubt- 
edly affect the exchange of the ruble 
tremendously; It would make Rus- 
sia financially stronger than she ever 
was, 

If the ex-Czar’s American stocks 
were confiscated they might be used, 
it is pointed out, for the purchase of| 
munitions and other material here 
for the Russian army. That would! 
immediately raise the ruble exchange 
to nearly the normal standard. |

years) We may be sure that when 
the war ends none of these cities will 
be restored to Turkey, and that the 
British flag will float over them as 
long as the empire endures, Though 
Mecca is the greatest of the sacred 
cities, according to the Moslems, the 
fall of Bagdad will make a greater 
iiapression throughout the east 
than did the news that the grand) 
sheriff of Mecca had declared the in- 
dependence of the city from Turkish 
authority and had raised an army to 
nike good his declaration. 

Mr. Cunline Owen writes to the 
New York Sun that the defeat of the 
British at Kut was really a blessing 
in disguise, although. not many of us 
will consider the surrender of Town- 
shend and his gallant little army a 
matter for belated rejoicing. Never- 
theless, Mr, Owen says that if Bag- 
dad had fallen at the time when 
Townshend was within a day’s march 
of it the result might not have been 
so well received by the Moslem 
world. Two years ago the taking of 
the city by a Christian army might 
well have been regarded as a profan- 
ation, and there are not fewer than 
90,000,000 Moslems in India, What- 
ever opinion they had of the Turks, 
the Turks were at least» their co-re- 
ligionists, and in certain parts of 
Lagdad neither Christian nor Jew is 
allowed to set his foot. The taking 
of Bagdad early in the war’ might 
have given offence in some quarters, 
and might have added to the difficul- 
ties that have been experienced in 
India since the beginning of the war. 

In the past two years, however, the 
Moslems have learned more about 
Britain than millions of them knew 
before. They have learned of the 
role that Britain played in the liber- 
ation of Mecca and Medina in the 
past year. The Grand Sheriff of 
Mecea they regard as the chief pro- 
phet of their faith, the appointed 
guardian of Mecca, their holy of 
holies) They have seen him, with 
British assistance, restore the inde-} 
pendence of Arabia as a kingdom, 
They have heard, as Mr. Owen says, 
of the great honor conferred upon 
the Galiph when he travelled down 
from’ Mecca to Jeddah to visit «in 
state the imposing fleet of British 
and French vessels assembled there 
to do him honor and hail him = as 
king. They have heard of his recep- 
tion on board, with royal salutes, 
and of the imposing embassies sent 
to him at Mecca by Britain and 
France, composed of the greatest 
Moslem dignitaries under their sway. 
They know also of the steps taken 
by the two powers to guarantee the 
safety of pilgrims desiring to visit 
Mecca, while the war is in progress.

Time appears to be the chief fac- 
tor in Germany's calculation. From 
the beginning of the war the domi- 
nant idea of her strategy has been 
to strike for a swift decision, and 
avoid a war of ‘attrition, That is 
what wrecked the negotiations in 
July, 1914. It is what led Germany 
through Belgium’. It is what has 
made the submarine so fascinating 
to the German mind. A highly or- 
ganized autocratic government which 
controls its own public opinion can 
act sharply, “get the jump” on lum- 
bering democracies and _ inefficient 
empires, Speed can make up for in- 
ferior resources. Reasoning this 
way, the first theory was that France 
could be climinated before Britain's 
strenght could be accumulated. The 
present theory seems to be that Brit- 
ain can be climinated before Ameri- 
ca’s strength can be made to count. 

But the Germans undoubtedly 
know that if they fail within the next 
few months they are utterly lost- In 
a war of attrition our ° resources 
would be decisive. Unless the Ger- 
mans can succeed at once they must 
fail terribly. Germany has never 
been willing to faee a prolonged 
siege because it can end only one 
way. Her superior technique is dis- 
counted, if it cannot be used for a 
quick decision. The proclamation of 
unlimited submarine war means that 
Germany faces and cannot endure a 
war of resources. She strikes there- 
fore violently at England, the back- 
bone of the coalition—New Repub- 
lic,

A correspondent , at the front, 
watching the sight of a great army 
pursuing a foc, and trying to realize 
to comprehend, the amazing labor 
and effort such a process involves, 
describes his impressions, . 

The lines which the British held 
for four months before Bapaume 
are deserted. When the correspond- 
ent came to Bapaume the British 
troops were miles ahead—how far 
none knew exactly, though in the 
distance @ie boom of field pieces 
could be constantly heard: Neither 
side was using heavy guns then—the 
time for them had not yet arrived. 

The road from Albert, where the 
statue of the virgin juts horizontally 
from the top of the ruined cathedral 
tower, but still miraculously held in 
place, right up past Bapaume was 
an unforgetable spectacle. The Brit- 
ish soldiers had passed that way days 
before and gow everything necessary 
to push the Boche back past the Hin- 
denburg line of defense was being 
brought up for their support. 

The road everywhere-was crowded 
with every possible variety of ve- 
hicles One passed hundreds and hun- 
dreds, of huge motor lorries, bearing 
supplies of all descriptions. 

Red Cross ambulances sped by at 
ercat speed. Teams of American 
mules were hauling great wagons 
piled high with thousands of loaves 
of bread and sides of beef. Panting 
horses were drawing wagons laden 
with munitions of war thers were 
bringing up huge loads of fodder, or, 
perhaps, tins of cocoa or condense 
milk, Occasionally a powerful auto- 
mobile filled with staff officers 
threaded its way through the throng 
of vehicles. 

From dawn until dusk this 20 miles 
procession went on unceasingly. 
About every mile in the traffic line’a 
policeman with a red flag regulated 
it and with autocratic authority kept 
it moving in order. That would have 
been a strange sight on any road; 
on this it was most exotic. 

It was a stupendous task, moving

was not built for two lines of heavy 
traffic even in normal times. And 
since the beginning of the war it had 
been shelled persistently. Every 
yard there was a pitted shell hole. 
Occasionally these craters were ten 
feet in diameter and six fect deep.

ever they get the chance. Whenever 
there is a mine crater they build 2 
road around its edge. 

Alongside the road thousands of 
men were working furiously laying 
a railway across the shell holes. The 
Germans had destroyed their lines 
very thoroughly, but the British en- 
gineers showed no signs of resent- 
rent, They were quite pleased, how- 
ever, when they were able to use up 
a length of German rails. Almost as 
soon as the British troops halt they 
find a completed line at their heels, 
bringing them everything needful.

A Sinister Character 


Lived a Notorious Life in Russian 
Court Circles Using Re- 
ligion as a Cloak 


The life story of Rasputin, the 

notorious Russian monk, who was 
tccently assassinated, is far stranger 
than fiction, In all the reports of the 
Russian revolution his name appears 
frequently, 
‘This humble peasant’s sinister in- 
fluence at the Russian court and in 
society had become a serious menace 
to the welfare of Russia, and our gal- 
lant allics are well rid of such an un- 
savory character, 

For several years Rasputin ‘iad 
been a power behind the Czar’s 
throne. He acquired a great hold 
over the Czar and Czarina, and all 
who stood in his way or were un- 
friendly mysteriously disappeared 10- 
to exile. 

The son of a small farmer at To- 
bolsk, his real name was Gregory 
Najykh, but the peasants of his vil- 
lage nicknamed him Gregory Raspu- 
tin, which was freely translated as 
“Gregory the Rake.” 

He lived a peasant’s life till he was 
ebout thirty, when he was seized by 
a quasi-religious mania, and became 
a lay monk, wandering from monas- 
tery to monastery. In 1909, by the 
introduction to high ccclesiastical 
authorities, he made his first appear- 
ance in Petrograd, and his magnetic 
personality began to exert itseli over 
the fashionable women of the capi- 
tal, who flocked to his luxurious 


{ house, where he held a sort of reli- 


gious salon. Rasputin was a man ot 
landsome presence, with a long flow- 
ing reddish hair and beard, of mid- 
dle height, ingenuous and erect. 
His hypnotic influence over women 
gave rise to many scandalous stories 
concerning his mode of life. But it 
did not trouble Rasputin, who would 
openly describe in unblushing detai! 
the amazing attentions he had ex- 
torted from women of all classes, 


His reputation as a “healer” sin another German brought to the 


hii at the Czarskoye Selo- 

Rasputin at once became a favorite 
at court, and enjoyed the patronage 
of the Empress, who, rumor says, at- 
tributed the sturdier health of the 
Czarovitch to his intercession. 

In reality this monk’s religion was 
nothing but a cloak—he was a char!l- 
atan and imposter. He was used as 
an instrument of intrigue by certain 
reactionary cliques, made many cne- 
mies, and was bitterly attacked in the 
Duma and the press, but the favor 
which he enjoyed in aristrocratic cir- 
cles remained unshaken, 

At last his conduct became un- 
bearable, and he was exiled to his 
native Tobolsk- Before leaving he 
warned the Czarina that a disaster 
sould happen. Three days later the 
Czarovitch fell ill, and the lay monk 
was immediately recalled. He is re- 
ported to have made and unmade 
niinistries; his waiting room was 
thronged with the most powerful men 
in the Empire, and the press had been 
forbidden to criticize him. Rasputin 
was a pro-German and a bitter enemy 
of the Grand Duke Nicholas) Even 
Count Witte had to ask his approval 
of the cabinet policy. 

In 1914 he was stabbed in the street 


| by a‘ peasant woman, who declared 


that she wished to avenge one of Ras- 
putin’s girl victims. He met his death 
at the hands of an assassin, three bul- 
let wounds being found on his body, 
his head, chest and side,

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Romance of Alfalfa 


One of the Romances of Agriculture 
Is the Story of Alfalfa 


The story of alfalfa is one of the 
romances of agriculture Five hun- 
dred years before Christ the plant 
was recognized in Persia, but it was 
not until a little over half a century 
ago that it first became gencrally 
known in North America. 

In the interval between these per- 
iods the history of alfalfa is inter 
woven with the rise and fall of Em- 
tires and the movements of armed 
hosts, Alfalfa furnished fodder for 
the war horses of the Persians when 
Greece was invaded by the latter. 
Carried to Northern Africa, possibly 
by one of the followers of the Queen 
of Sheba, it was later taken to Italy 
and still later the Moors left it in 
Spain as the one really beneficent 
legacy of the Arab conquest’ When 
the Spaniards themselves became 
conquerors, in turn they took th¢ 
plant with them to Mexico in North 
America and Chile in South America, 
and from Mexico it has spread, via 
California, all over the western and 
middle western States, and from 
Chile it has crossed the Andes to 
feed the herds of Argentina. 

To the Arabs we owe the origin of 
the name by which the plant is best 
known, ‘To them it was alfacfaca, 
“the best fodder.” To Italy we owe 
the plant’s other name, lucerne: 

While the Spaniards are chiefly 
responsible for the introduction of 
alfalfa into the warmer States of the 
neighboring Union, the growing of 
the crop in Canada and the northern 
States appears to have been made 
possible by the introduction of seed 
from Germany, Alfalfa was ~ first 
taken to Germany by the Spaniards, 
and in time it became hardened by 
its environmént. From Germany 
Wendelin Grimm in 1857 brought a 


20-pound package of this hiardy seed) 


to America, and from that 20-pounc 
packet most of the alfalfa grown ta 
Minnesota, the Dakotas and Mon- 
tana originated. About the same 


hardy seed, 
and from this has sprung the Ontario 
variegated of today, a variety which 
las given as satisfactory results in 
Ontario as Grimm has given in Min- 
nesota:

Government Loans 
To Canadian Farmers 


A Proper Combination of Farmers 
and Money the Need of 
the West 


In Western Canada, as in all new 
countries, development is limited by 
the fact that a great many of the new 
settlers are unable to purchase live- 
stock and implements until they have 
taken one or more crops from the 
land. As a result, the new settler’'s 
efforts are confined to putting in his 
crop and harvesting it. 

_if he were able to purchase suffi- 
cient cattle to start a good herd, some 
hogs as well, he would be enabled to 
live much better at less cost, as he 
would be producing a great many 
things for his own table besides be- 
ing able to-market the surplus. 
_ While government loans to farmers 
for this purpose have been a subject 
of discussion in all the prairie pro- 
vinces, it has actually been put in 
practice in British Columbia. Up to 
the end of last October loans aggre- 
gating $234,430, and in number 144, 
had been granted by the agriculaural 
credits commission of that province, 
In all 104i applications for loans 
were received, the amounts asked for 
totalling $2,175,455. 

The farmer applicant must meet 
certain requirements before he is 
granted a loan, appraisement of the 
applicant's property being made in 
cach case, and many of the applicants 
have been unable to secure loans be- 
cause they did not come up to the 
standard set by the comunission, 

Early in 1916 the provincial govern- 
ment secured $1,000,000 which is be- 
ing loaned out to farmers at the fav- 
orable rate of 6.5 per cent. The bulk 
cf the loans made are for long terms, 
the longest period for which a loan 
may be granted being thirty-six and 
one half years. 

These long term loans may be 
made on the amortization plan, inter. 
}est and principal being payable half 
yearly, The short term loans may be 
made from three to ten years, and 
need not be amortizable, Borrowers 
have the privilege of paying off in 
addition to the regular half yearly 
payments $25 or any multiple of $25 
from time to time on any interest to 
date, in the reduction of the inort- 
gage. 

The commission has five appraisers 
in the field, and each application is 
carefully deait with. Two of the di- 
rectors of the commission have spent 
considerable time in the field with the 
appraisers for the purpose of obtain- 
ing first hand information regarding 
agricultural lands and conditions 
throughout the province. The ap- 
|praisers send weekly reports, after 
which the various applications are 
dealt with by the commission? 

The policy of the commission, with 
the limited amount of moncy at its 
disposal, has been to give considera- 
tion to those applications where the 
money is to be used for purposes that 
will tend definitely to increase agri- 
cultural production, and for this rea- 
son many applications for smaller 
sums have been granted, as in this 
way the money will be spread over 
the province and also go considerably 
further than if all the loans granted 
were large ones. 

Other provinces of Western Cana- 
da have also under consideration var- 
ious plans for making capital easily 
available to settlers. The great need 
of the province is recognized to be a 
proper combination of farmers and 
money. Every step in that direction 
tends to increase agricultural produc- 
tion and the general prosperity of the 
country, 


Mink Farming 


These Valuable Fur-bearers Can Be 
Z Successfully Bred 


While fox ranching is the most im- 
portant and best known branch of 
domestic fur production, the rearing 
of various other valuable fur bearers 
will probably occupy a prominent 
place in future fur-farming develop- 
ment. The experience of Mr, &, L- 
MacDonald, of Halifax, dernonstrates 
| that mink can be successfully bred in 
captivity: 

“In the spring of 1914, I decided 
to try if some success could not be 
attained with this highly neryous and 
delicate animal, and bought two pairs 
| from a rancher.. As one of these had 
|been injured when caught it died 
shortly afterwards, but after some 
difficulty I was able to purchase an- 
'other female, In the spring of 1915 
| 1 had fourteen live minks, but unfor- 
tunately on account of not separating 
the young of one of the families from 
the mother soon enough, I lost the 
mother, In the spring of 1916 I had 
forty-six to take care of, and, profit- 
ing by my experience of the year be- 
fore, was able to save all of them and 
this year, with no bad luck, 1 will 
probably have one hundred animals: 

“Tf their surroundings are at all na- 
tural, with the proper care in feeding 
and a little judgment in the mating 
season, I can see no reason why any- 
‘one so inclined, cannot raise mink 
both profitably and as a pastime, 

“[ find the ranch-bred mink are 
more contented and much larger than 
{the wild ones, and believe the reeu- 
Har feeding is- conductive to better 
| fur; being larger, of course, the ani- 
mal is more valuable from every 
standpoint. 

“The dens should be large enough 
for them to play in, and as natural 
as is possible, although they are am- 
mals that do not require any luxuries 
if their house is dry and clean,”

Boy Scout Notes 


Many Medals Awarded During Past 
Year for Life Saving 


Since the Boy Scouts movement 
was organized cight years ago, Boy 
Scouts in the United’ Kingdom have 
carned 1,885 medals for various~=acts 
of gallantry and 34 certificates of 
merit, 175 of these medals were 
awarded during the past year, accord- 
ing to the report of the Executive 
Committee of the Council, which is 
just to hand, 

It seems little short of remarkable 
that 78 out of the 175 medals award- 
ed during the past year were for life 
saving when it is estimated that this 
is practically double the average num- 
ber of medals awarded in this con- 
nection in any previous year. In the 
foregoing seven years 375 life saving 
medals were awarded to Boy Scouts. 
The awards during the past twelve 
months were as follows: Bronze 
Cross (for heroic acts) 2; Silver 
Cross (for gallantry with risk) 16; 
Medals for life saving 78; Silver Wolf 
(special merit) 14; Medals of Merit 
65. 


Much attention has been paid to 
public services lately and the boys 
have been encouraged by the offer of 
the war service badges. For instance, 
38,392 War Service Badges were 
awarded to Scouts who put in 2! 
days’ voluntary service in aid of war 
causes, and 2,232 badges to Scouts 
who completed 100 days’ service in a 
similar way, This war work includes 
all kinds of public services such as 
assisting the police and fire brigades, 
etc, Coast watching is another forin 
of service which has grown in popu- 
larity among the Scouts of England. 
The arrangement with the admiralty 
for the supply of Boy Scouts to assist 
in coast watching still continues and 
numbers, varying froin 1,300 to 1,800 
have been employed in this way. 
They have won the cordial apprecia- 
tion of the Admiral in charge of 
coastguards. Badges for 84 days’ 
coast watching were awarded to 2,208 
Scouts. 

Vocational training is receiving 
merited consideration from the lead- 
ing educationalists, not only in Can- 
ada, but throughout the Allied coun- 
tries. At this point mention may be 
made of the training which Boy 
Scouts receive, leading up to this line 
of endeavor in the technical schools. 


National Control 
Of Resources 


Government Control of the National 
Sources of Wealth Is 
Necessary 


The experience of the Great War 
teaches as its clearest lesson that 
national efficiency in peace, no less 
than in war, depends directly on the 
wise common control of the natural 
resources, which are the basis upon 
which all human welfare necessarily 


rests. The nations of Europe are 
turnin with one consent to the con- 
trol of their supplics of coal, iron, 


copper, timber, oil, and water-power 
by all the people through their gov- 
ernment for the common defense and 
for the common good. Our natural 
Tesources must be retained in nation- 
al control. We sce now, more clearly 
than ever, that natural resources are 
tle foundations of national efficiency 
and defense’ The Great War has 
proved definitely that coal, oil, tim- 
ber, and other resources are as im- 
portant in modern warfare as men 
and arms. Water-power in particular 
ought to be kept in the public hands, 
because it is a vital necessity in the 
froduction of nitrates and without 
nitrates high explosives cannot be 
made. 

In addition, we know that if there 
is “an ecomonic war after the war,” 
the national control of natural re- 
sources will be a fundamental essen- 
tial to this nation. Government con- 
trol of the natural sources of wealth 
is necessary if our nation is to be ine 
dustrially efficient, if it is to be pre- 
pared cither for war or for peace. 
There is a broad patriotic task just 
ahead of us——Gifford Pinchot, Presi- 
dent of National Conservation Asso- 
ciation of United States.

The houscholder who buys a poor 
ly nourished and carelessly marketed 
chicken or fowl secures a very infers 
ior article of food, whereas the pure 
chaser of a well finished and properly 
prepared, crate fed bird, obtains a

that are offered at many stores. To 
enlighten poultry keepers in the 


method of preparing both poultry 
and eggs‘for the market and placing 
thercon, the Dominion Department of 
Agriculture has issued an excellent 
bulletin.

Synopsis of Canadian Northwest 
Land Regulations 


tole head of a family, or any male over 18 
ts old, may homestead a quarter-section of 
available Dominion land in Manitoba, Saskatch 
ewau or Alberta. Applicaut must appear in per- 
fon at tho Dominion Lands Agency or Sub. 
Agency for the district. Entry by proxy may be 
made at any Dominion Lands Agency (but not 
Bub-Agency), on certain conditions. 
jes—six months residence upon and cultiva- 
tion ef the land in each of three years. A home- 
ateader may live within nine miles of his hoine: 
on e@ farm of at least 8 acres, on certain 
conditions. A habitable house is required except 
where residence is performed in the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homesteader in good 
standing may pre-empta quarter-section along- 
side his homestead, Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties—six months residence in each of three 
years after earning homestead patent; also 
acres extra cultivation. Pre-emption patent may 
be obtained as soon as homestead patent, on cer- 
tain conditions. 

A settler who hasexhausted his homestead 
right may take a purchased homestead in certain 
districts. Price $3.00 peracre. Duties---Must re- 
side six months in each of three years, cultivate 
6) acres and erect a house worth $300.00. 

The area of cultivation is subject to reduction 
ficase of rough, scrubby or stony land. Live 
tock may be substituted for cultivation under 
certain conditions.

AUCTION SALE OF BULLS AT LACOMBE 


The stock men of Alberta will 
have another splendid opportunity 
to purchase purebred beef bulls at 
annual auction sale to be held by 
the Alberta Cattle Breeders’ As- 
sociation at Lacombe, on May 30th. 
At that sale there will be 55 Short- 
horns, 15 Aberdeen Angus and 22 
Herefords offered. Special railroad 
rates have been arranged from C. 
P. R. points to Lacombe between 
Edmonton and Calgary, and from 
as far as Hardisty on the Wetaski- 
win branch and Major on the La- 
eombe branch. The tickets will be 
good going May 29th and 30th, re- 
turning up to May 3lst. The 
transportation on bulls purchased 
at the sale is paid to the purchasers’ 
nearest railway station fora nomin- 
al fee and the bulls are loaded on 
the cars by the sellers. At these 
sales the buyers are able to inspect 
a large number of bulls without un- 
necessary time and expense, and 
the price is set by open bidding, ac- 
cording to the quality of each bull. 
lhe Alberta Cattle Breeders’ Assoc- 
iation has now sold 4244 animals 
for $650,698, and the recent sale 
held by the Association at Calgary 
of 470 bulls for $136,721 constitu 
ted a record for any such sale held 
on the American continent. 


THE DOWER ACT. 


Among the important legislation 
enacted at the recent session of the 
Provincial government is an Act en- 
titled ‘‘The Dower Act,’’ a synopsis 
of which is given as follows: 

This Act gives a wife a life inter- 
est in the interest of her husband in 
the homestead, and ‘‘homestead’’ 
is interpreted to mean ‘‘the land on 
which the house occupied by the 
owner thereof as his residence is 
situated, consisting of not more 
than one quarter section,’’ or in a 
city, town or village ‘‘the land, con- 
sisting of not more than four lots as 
shown en a duly registered plan, on 
which the house occupied by the 
owner thereof as a residence is sit- 
uated,’’ ‘ 

The Act came Into force on the 
first day of May, 1917, after which 
date a married man cannot transfer 
sell, mortgage or otherwise dispose 
of the homestead, as defined in the 
Act, without the consent in writing 
of hia wife, and after said date 
every-disposition by will of a mar- 
ried man and every devolution up- 
on his death interstate shall as re- 
gards such homestead be subject 
and postponed to an estate for the 
life of such married man’s wife. 

The residence of a married man 
shall not be deemed to haye been
